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Criminals As Leaders. 


The 
editor o£ this paper was secretary of the grand jury that 
Indicted the McNamaras in connection with the dynamiting of the 


Los 
AngeleH Times building. 
Many honest and intelligent men in 
California were doubtful of the justice of this indictment at the 
time, not knowing the mass of evidence in the hands of the grand 
jury, and which, at that time, had not been given to the- public. 
Unscrupulous labor leaders were, of course, unhesitating in their bit­ 
ter scoring of the indictments. 
The subsequent confessions of the 
McNamara brothers at the eleventh hour of the trial, removed all 
doubt. 
Many bits of evidence of a grave nature, involving others 
in this crime and in similar crimes, were in the hands of the grand 
jury at that time. 
These bits of evidence were strong, but not 
strong enough to warrant further indictments. 


The 
federal government in its usual dispassionate and thorough 
manner, has been spending the greater portion of the past year Th 
an effort to get at the facts concerning other crimos where dynamiting 
has figured, and the result, as the public has read in all the daily 
papers, is that, out of forty charges of complicity, thirty-eight labor- 
union leaders have been found guilty and will be sent to prison. 


The 
indictments brought by the Los Angeles county grand jury, 
and the confessions afterwards made before a Los Angeles county 
court, opened the way by which the government has brought about 
the aforesaid convictions. The time was ripe for the work. Justice 
bad been too long delayed. 


The 
editor of this paper does not believe that a single stain has 
"been placed upon the characters of honest labor-union workmen in 
this country through these forty-one convictions. If anything of any 
nature bordering on culpability can be placed against the members 


of labor unions, it is this—that they do not personally conduct their 
own affairs; that they do not exercise enough care in selecting lead­ 


ers; 
that they are apathetic in attending meetings where officers 
are to be chosen; that they submit to the leadership of non-working, 
cunning parasites, who hold their jobs by creating vicious agitation 
that has its effect on the unthinking and the uninvestigating. Where 
unions are run strictly by the body of the members; where the 
standard of intelligence among members is high—such leaders are 
not tolerated, and good and satisfactory adjudication of difficulties 
with the employing clous is invariably the ease. 


Tvietmoo of San Francisco is not a typical but too common type 


of the labor leader. The great body of labor union men and women 
are honest and law abiding—no one will dispute this. 
VVhy, then, 
should they suffer a jail-bird to represent them? Great questions 
affecting the labor classes must constantly come before our courts, 
questions where the-laboring man is asking for his rights. One of 
the first laws of our country is that a petitioner shall "come into 
court with clean hands." If the' labor unions continue to look with 
indifference on the character of men who hold their briefs, how can 
they hope to overcome that basic suspicion which is at the root of all 
law? 


Such a man as Anton Johannson of San Francisco should be elim­ 
inated from labor domination. His record is not good. The greatest 
power for the uplifting of tin* American laboring man lies in his 
own hands, provided he will proceed cleanly and honestly and with 
fairness to all. 
Not. a thing in all the earth is worth a farthing 
above what it costs to produce it in labor. Kvery other value is ficti­ 
tious. The laboring man holds the world's progress in his hands, lie 


can 
go forward and the world will advance. lie can suffer his leaders 
to dynamite and murder, and the world will stand still. You who 
wield the tools in tlm world's wondrous workshop—will you lead us 
forward with sanity and fair-dealing and with righteousness? In 
the meantime, remember that these convictions of criminality are 
not, against, workingmcn, but against men who do not work.

thai we must, constantly be on our guard that someone does not get 
in ahead of us. 


There is no use denying the fact, that the dwellers in the (\>vina 
valley a r e not united. 
They do not work together wholly for the 


common good. 
They a r c suspicious of leadership; they are suspicious 


of 
men who succeed. 
They sneer as men who do things that benefit, 


the 
whole people, whether it costs the people a cent o r not. The ma'h 


who 
has the ability to lead, to initiate, to put through to a success 
a n y t h i n g which he attempts, is a shining m a r k for criticism. 
Kvery 
iiiiiu who ever amounted to a n y t h i n g has been crucified hunih'eds upon 


hundreds of times by the people for whom no worked. 


Ktiemies are the unpaid advertisers of the men who are doing 
things. Knemies should not he encouraged, but when they luive assert­ 


ed 
themselves, they should be reckoned as assets. They are valuable 


boosters of a man, although not on his pay-roll. 


But, 
in .tho business of building up this marvelously beautiful 
and bountiful valley, wc all need friends. The lack of trust in gacli 
other in this valley, has literally cost us millions. Other cities started 
equal with us and arc now three and four times as large. They work* 


cd against handicaps that wc did not have. But they were united in 
their desire to make the community bigger and better. 


Bitterness, strife, pulling and hauling in different directions lo 
different purposes, will never get us anywhere. It is no use to organ­

of directors' room, do business with him without bias, and then, if 
you see fit, retire to the alley after the meeting is over and fight ii 
out on personal grounds. 


Misunderstanding and wilful ignorance have been responsible for 


a large portion of our lack of the right community spirit. 
We are 
going to overcome this. We are going to gradually grow in spite of 
this spirit, until, eventually, wc will have enough broad-minded men 
in the valley to start us going. 


This valley is in the same position as the man who tries to turn 
his engine over when the connection is off. We need something to 
"put us on the buzzer." And that something is confidence, and com­ 
munity team-work, and friendship. 


Is Smudging a -MitVUu? 


It is doubtful in the extreme whether smudging to prevent frost 
in orange groves, where oil is used, is a desirable thing. It may be 
that the medicine is more harmful that the disease. 


Covina is a limited district where smudge-pots are not used, but 
the subject is of interest nevertheless, as our neighbors are forced 
to take some precaution of this kind. If bur neighbors are harmed, 
either by frost or for any other reason, Covina is harmed, for it 
hurts the price of oranges on the market, and Covina oranges suffer 
because of this fact, although not directly harmed. This was forcibly 
demonstrated last year. 


Smuding with distillate is feostly. Not only is it costly, but it is 
an added cost that comes after fumigation,, fertilization, spraying 
and kindred cultural costs, and the added cost is enough to cut into 
the profits very close to the quick. In the orchards where smudging 
has been done this year, even a superficial and casual observer can 


see that the trees have received a shock of some kind. The leaves are 
curled; the leaves are covered with a greasy soot that clings almost 
as badly as the black scale. The oily substance closes the pores of 
the leaf. The tree cannot breathe. The soot and grease covers the 
fruit. It must be all washed off at the packing house—another added 
expense. 


Oil-smoke is very unhealthy. In a neighboring city to Covina, the 
smudging has brought the people almost to a point of revolt. A dense 


I all hangs over the city; the Asmoke enters the bouses, where the 
greasy soot hangs in festoons on the walls. The smoke almost obliter­ 
ates the electric lights at night. Every person is covered'with a nasty 
grime. The housewives who hang out clothes arc furious. 


The 
rancher says, 'We have got to do something. If it wasn't for 
the oranges there.wouldn't be any city." 


True. But some other method less objectionable must surely be 
found, else the profit on oranges will be nil. And the people will 
not come here to live in the winter under such disagreeable condi­ 
tions.

biles five abreast for t h r e e miles on

, T e a r ' s day, Charlie Coffman of Covina 
s a t 
still 
and 
watched 
t o e 
drivers 
around h i m sweating at t h e work of 
shifting 
gears. 
Charlie had his 
ma­ 
chine 
filled 
with Covina 
passengers. 
W h e n lie started t h e Oakland for 
a 
little patch of daylight between 
the 
machines, the indicator w e n t from two 
miles a n hour to twenty with nothing 
b u t 
a pressure of 
the foot on 
the 
lever to m a k e t h e change. Other driv­ 
e r s 
naturally 
tried 
for 
these 
open 
spaces, and' while they w e r e 
sawing 
on t h e levers they took a quick glance 
a t t h e Oakland name-plate on Charlie's 
machine. 


T h e r e 
was more fun 
in 
watching 
t h e ' f e a t s of good automobile driving 
before a n d after t h e great parade t h a n

line, defying speed-laws 
and defying

slow-moving of a mixed 
proces­ 
sion. Not without some grinding and 
changing of gears, however. It i s ' o n e 
thing to run along at two, t h r e e or 
four miles a n hour, and another thing 
to speed up .-.t once to t e n or twenty 
without m o r e or less 
fiddling 
around 
with t h e levers. T h a t is w h a t makes 
the 
Oakland 
drivers so 
complacent. 
T b e y don't h a v e to work t h e i r pos­ 
t a g e with t h e levers. E v e r y automo­ 
bile driver t h a t ever tried to drive in 
a crowd knows w h a t this m e a n s . 


And when, like w a s t h e case at the 
Pasadena show, parking spaces a r e at 
a premium, t h e tnnn with a low, com 
pact, short-turning m a c h i n e h a s 
the

needs the whole street to turn ground 
in. After Coffman had inserted his ma­ 
chine in a space near t h e curb that 
had been given up as too small by a 
hundred machines that w e r e trying to 
get out of t h e way, a big fellow in 
duster and gauntlets climbed out of 
a m a c h i n e about thirty feet long and 
c a m e over t o the fore-door.

In t h e meantime the people of Qlen 
dora and Azusa are getting less and 
less anxious about the coming of tho 
Owens 
river 
water, 
and 
many 
who 
were in favor of it are changing their 
minds. 
W a t e r has been struck In uov 
cral places along tho line of the hills

Glendora, 
and 
It looks 
as If 
tho communities near tho 
mountains 
will

themselves 
through the installation of private and 
cooperatlve^pumptng plants. 


Tho Graham plan for t h e Pasadena' 
Glendora high line was t h e bone of 
contention, 
and
